increaſes 1n bigneſs, 1t increaſes in maligmity. 

In the Cure of Cancers, varions Succeſi2s have nap. 
pen'd, which have divided the Opintons of Practice 
ners concerning the Cauſcsof them. The Ancients oÞ- 
frv'd, that Women were molt troubled with Cancers, 
upon the (topping of their Monthly Viſits, and that 


when at any time they had f{wellings in their Breaſts, | 
pon the provocation of that Evecuation, the fwel- 
©: - fe$ lings 
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1:ngs either ſunk or left thin, from whence tliey cons 
cluded, that the ſtopping of that Courſe un Women 
was the only Cauſe thereof ; and this they endeavour'd 


ro explain, by ſaying that the Blood, by ſuch ltoppages 


being not purify d from the Atribilious Humour or 
Acids, which ſeparate themſelves from it, by the re 
gular ftowing of the Courſes, diſcharge themſelves ur. 
on ſome one of the Glandulous Parts, and thoſe of the 
Breaſt, more generally, from the Communication there 
1s between them and the Womb, whichCommunicati- 
on Experience confirms, becauſe we ſee that jult upon, 
Or a jittle before the coming down of the Courſes, the 
Breaſts of Women are render ; that 1s, the Glandutlcs or 
Rernels of them, ſo as not to be handled or preſs'd with 
eaſe, which upon the flowing of the Courſes, that. ten» 
derneſs leaves them, and they may befelt and handled 
without any manner of uneaſineſs, ſo that it is plain, 
that upon the Roppage of the Courſes in Women, Car. 
cers ave oftentimes occaſion'd, eſpecially wheae the 
Blood abounds with Atrabilious Humours or Acids. T 
lay ſometimes 1t 18 ſo, for 1t muſt not be ſaid to be al. 
ways {o, becayſe we have 1nſtances without number, 
of Women that have had them by Blows, Bruiles, 
&c. as before we have made mention of ; and as was 
the caſe of a Gentlewoman, whoſe Husband after a 
Drunken Bout was thrown 1nto a Fever, and being 
delirious, upon her giving him ſomething todrink, he 
Hit her Left Breaſt with: his Hand, which caus'd it to 
Cancerate, of which the ſoon after dy'd, We are at- 
Jurd by many obſcrvations, that Cancers ſamertimes 
have proceeded from the {topping of the Monthly Vilits, 
by Frights,. violent Grief, and by letting of Blood, ut - 
leaſonably at the times of the Caurſes actually running, 
which are Jangerous ſtopping them, and care ſhould 
be forthwith taken to bring them to flow again, or elle 
the Breaſts may be affected, efpecially if the Blool 7+ 
bounds with Atrabillous Humours os Acids as betorc- 
mer tronecd, 
The hardnz{s of Cancers 1s from the thickneſs o* the 


ye 


$2uwortr ; the pain of thew js from the conjoyn'd Cauicy 
6: being {harp and corrovtive ; the Heag cf them pro: 
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ceeds from the extremity of Pain ; the livid or blackih 


colour 18 from the Malignity and Poiſon,” which even © 


diſcolours the pureſt Metals, if touch'd with 1t ; the 
roundnefs of the Cancers 1s from the thickneſs of the 
Matter, which cannot ſpread it ſelf abroad as Humours 
do that are more fluid ; the 1nequality of ſhape of the 
Cancerous Tumour, as ſometunes 3 or 4 ſquare, or 
longiſh proceeds from the Ferment of the Humour, and 
becauſe ſometimes 1t is contain'd 1n feyeral little Glands ; 
and its turgid Veins, hke to Crab's Claws, 1s cauſed 
from the Recrements of the Blood filling thoſe Parts, 
winch by reaſon of Matter obſtryuRting or prefiing upon 
them, hinders 1ts getting forth. 

Cancers axe known in part by the Places they fix on, 
which are the Glands, tho' they may breed 1n almoſt 
all parts of the Body ; and this e£zineta confirms, who 
ſays, a Cancer may happen to ſundry Places, as the 
Lips, Tongue, Cheeks, Womb, and'qther looſe Glar.- 
dulous Parts; but were One has a Cancer in any parc 
beſides, Twenty have them 1n their Brealts; and ſo 
ſays Galen; That Cancerous Tumours are chiefly 1n 
Women's Breaſts, which have not their Purgations 
according to Nature, and the reaſon ſeems to be from 
the conſent of the Parts, as before obſerved ; for that 
the Mammarie Veins, or Veins of the Breaſts, meet 
with the Uterine, or Veins of the Womb under the 
Myuſculi rei of the Belly, by which means there 1s a 
—c of the Matter Err the Womb to the 

reaſls, 

Where Cancers in the Breafls are painful, there 1s 


alſo attending a Pulſation, or beating like a Pullſc,. 


together with a Heat more than ordinary ; and where 
the Pains are very ſharp, ſo asif the Part was firuck 
with a Dart, .'- Matter is very corroſtve,,, and 
will certainly inWMttle time break forth in a Gleeting 
or ſome dangerous ſtinking Ulcer ; and when they are 
Ulcerated, as frequently they are, from the breaking of 
ſome of the Tubercls lying under the Skin, whether 
the Matter that runs be much or little, the Ulcer 18 
painful and very ftinking, and yot only I 
vuking Gleety Humour, _ ally rhere thruſts forth 
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hard and painful Lips, which in time, 1f rot rightly 
managed, Axes to the Ribs (that 18, if the Cancer he 
11 the Preaft or fide of 1t) becoming, by the quick 
progreis it inakes, of a horrible and trightful appear- 
Aince. 
Sich Cancers ſomeiumes bleed, either through thee- 
ruption of ſome Veſſels, or from the ſharp corroſive 
cvature of the Humour, which gnawsthe Veſſels afun- 
der; tho'I have known them to bleed while they have 
been wile, the Blood 1ffung through the Nipple, or 
4cme {mall Pin-hole, Some Canccrs agatn, that arc 
Licerated, ſend forth a Fungus or fleſhy Excreſcercies; 
otl;cr contume and cat away all the Fleſh about them, 
after 2 wondcri{u), and indecd dreadinl manner; and 
bott tlicſe often bleed, and that 1n great quantics ſome» 
tins, becauſe the Capillary Velels are by the corroding 
gitality of a Cancer, eaten aſunder, whence the flux 
of Blood 15 fo great, that rhe (trength of the Patient ts 
M:tichly tpent, aud the Spirits being exhauſted and con- 
11med, they toon dye; as a poor Woman did that I 
knew, after labourtng under a Cancerated Brealt very 
puntul, for near two Years, and could all that while 
hivc no Remedy : for 1ndced ſuch are very rarely tobe 
cid, and if at all, it 1s by Surgery ; that 18, by cut- 
1102 of the Breait in time, which the Woman I men- 
tion was by many Surgcons adyis'd to, but woula not 
dub -mit tothe Operation. 
Thoſe taveterate and dangerous Cancers but feldom 
happen, and 4s frequently more from want of timely 
and nroper Applicatidns than the Nature of them ; fir 
they are oftentimcs agoravated and enraged, and, tic 
Humour, by wrong Applications inwardly and ou:- 
wardly, made corrofive and ſharp,,as we frequently 
h:d itto bes; and the Humonr 1s ly corrolive, 1115 
az ſubtle, quick and penetrating aS$%Yoiſon it ſelf, as 
will appear from the following Relation, which a WUur- 
et twils vs happened upen himſelf, who was by 
Nam Mr. Samuel Sit, one of the Surgeons Ot 
& Trom2's Hlotpital 1a Sorthrarh, who at the cunning 
off of a large Carcerated Breaſt, had (after tlie Brealt 
143 0X ) a Curtolity totalte the Juice, or Matter co! 
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tain'd in one of the little Cyſtis's or Glands of the ſame, 
. which he did by touching it with oneof his Fingers, 

and then taſting 1t from the ſame with h1s -Tongue, the 
Taſte cf which he proteſted did wmmedrately like a 
Gafs, picrce through the whole (ubſtanee of h!s Tongue, 
and paſſed down his Throat not leſs ſharp or biting 
than Oyl of Vitniol, Spirit of Nitre, or A9q»# Fortis, or 
ſome yehement Catheretick, or Cauſtick Salt, and al- 
tho' he preſently ſpit out, and waſh'd hits Mouth with 
Water, and that oftentimes, and alfo with Wine, and 
drank preſently very freely of Wane after it, yet coul& 
not ge rid of the Taſte thereof, but 1t continued with 
him, and brought him (who was a very ſtrong Man) 
into a Conſumption, or waſting pining Condition, 
attended with 1ſcycral other 11l Symptoms, which 1n a 
few Months after killed him, the Taſte thereof never 
eoing off from his Toneueto his dying Hour ; and that 
the Taſte of the Juice, or Matter of that Cancerated 
Breaſt, he declared upon his Deathybed, and near the 
laſt Moments of ins Life, to be the true and only Cauſe 
of his languithing Condition and Death. 

Galen tells us, and the ſame is confirmed by daily 
Expericnce, that Cancers in the outward Parts, as 1n 


the Breaſt, may 1n the beginning be curd, but when . 


they are come to a conſiderable bigneſs,” oftentimes will 
yield to no Remedy bur extirpation ; 1ndeed a palliative 
Cure may be preſcrib'd, which, 1f the Cancer be nor 
Ulcerated, may make the Patient eaſy, and prolong 
Life, ſo as not to dye the ſooner, becaule of that Can- 
cer ; but when it 1s Ulcerated, 1t can never be cica« 
triſed, but as long as it ſo remains, the Patient will 
hve in continual Pain and Filthineſs, ant at Jaſt dye 
miſerably, unleſs it is cur'd by Ulton, Cautry, or 
Extirpation, ard then may' prove but a doubtful 
Cure. 

It a Cancer in the Breaſt proceeds from malignant 
FHumours or corroſive Salts in the Blood, it 1s general] y 
incurable, by reaſ6n of its malignant and poylonows 
Ferment, which ſeldom yields to any internal and ex= 
ternal Remedies, whether Vomiting, Purging, Bleed. 
ws, Sweating, Dyetedrink.; r.ay Saltyations, Or ape 
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plication of Annodines, Suppuratiyes; or any other” 
kind of Medicine; or if in ſome it ſhould ſeem to yield, 
or indeed ſeem to be cur'd, while it proceeds from thoſe 
corroſive Humours, they many times breed again, and 
break forth afreſh, either in the ſame place, or in ſome 
other partsof the Body. 

But if a Cancer proceeds from external Cauſes, as 
Bruiſes, Blows, &c. and be taken in time, and the 
hurt lics not very deep, a Cure, with good Succeſs, 
may be undertaken, yea oftentimes tho' they lie deep; 
but then mult be with proper Applications ; for wrong 
Medicines apply'd, tho the Injury be but ſmall, is in- 
creas'd to what, of 1t ſelf 1t might never have came to, 
therefore 1s a caution worthy to be taken notice of; 
many Women, by undue tampering, and 11 advice 
and Medicines, having been ruin, and loſt their Lives, 
which otherwiſe, in all likehhood, might have been 
preſery'd : Therefore before external Applications be 
made to a Cancerated Breaſt, or ſuppoſed Cancerated 
Breaſts, 1: ought to be conſider'd whether 1t be recent 
and ſmall, or 1nveterate and great ; if the firſt, it will 
by proper Applications, admit of Cure, (I ſay proper 
Applications, becauſe by and by 1 ſhall come to relate 
ke 15 the molt proper to apply 'to a true Cancer, or 
an umagin'd Cancer of the Breaſt) if the ſecond, it ne- 
ver will admit of Cure without cutting. A pallative. 
Cure may be had, if it be not ulcerated, as ſaid before, 
where, by proper Remedies, Eaſe may be had and Life 
prolong'd, and that done by divers Medicines, at leaft 
every Nurſe, or good Woman has a Medicine, and that 
it you will believe them, they ſay will cure; butthoſe 
Map-hazzard Remedies T have known fatal, and there- 
tore adviſe none to give Ear to them. But I would 
not haveit underſtood, that I deſign here to direct to 
the Cure of Cancerated Breaſts of all forts, I mean 
thoſe that are runniag and ulcerate, whici require 3. 
£11ful Surgeon's attendance and care ;, but only thoſe 
tiat are Swell'd and Tumety'd, as well ſuch as arecon- 
tinually, or only intermittingly painful, and whether 
proceeding from Blows, Falls, Strokes, ill Habits of 
$0dy, Twnours from Milk, hardneſſes of the Breaſts, 
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by Impoſtbumes after Lyings-in,' ©. which oftentimes 
by ill management, and preſſing and handling, turn to 
Cancers : I ſay from whatever caule they proceed from, 
ſo they be whole and taken 1n time, may be cur'd by 
proper Applications ; and if they be broken or ulcera« 
ted, to prevent 1ts increaſe, and remove the hardneſs 
and ſwelling about it ; a Medicine or two = be di- 
rected, that will (if any thing will) not fail of proving 
ſucceſsful : But as I faid before, every ſwell'd Breaſt 
being not always Cancerous, it may be neceſſary 1n two 
or three Words more to explain which hard or painful 
—_ can jultly be faid to be Cancerous, and which 
not 10. 

A Cancer 1n the Breaſt at its firſt appearance looks 
like a ſmall round ſwelling, more or leſs deep 1n the 
Glandulous Subſtance of the Part, with little or no 
Pain ; and when the hardneſs 1ncreaſes, the Pain be- 
comes ſharp, and its obſerv'd to be uneven, and as the 
{\welling increaſes, it becomes of a livid, or bluerſh, or 
blackiſh Colour, the Nipples at the ſame time often 
ſinking in, round about which alſo there ariſes hard,

Now in order to compaſs tbe Cure of a Cancer, re- 
quires a good Underſtauding in the nature of them, 
without which nothing can rightly be done; and 
if every hard, (weld, tumify'd or painful Breaſt 
were known at firſt whether Cancerous or not, many 
ſucceeding miſchiefs might be prevented; bur 1t 15 fo 
common a thing for almoſt everyPractitioner,and every 
tatling Goifp, yeſently to declare upon fight of a hard 
or {well'4 Breatt; that 1t 1s Cancerous, and according- 
ly make Applications toit as ſuch, that ſcarce one 
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Cancerous, tho' it had at firſt. no manner of relation to 
It » Therefore that none may bedeceiv'd that reads this 
in time, and falla Sacrifice to the Ignorance, or Avarice 
of ſuch and many others abroad, that undertake what 
they know nothing of ; and to ſet People in a clear 
I1ght, as to the Matter of a Concern ſo dangerous in 
It ſelf, as 18a Cancer, was the occaſion of this Trac, 
recommending to them a Medicine for outward Ute, 
and another for inward, that will ſoon diſcover whe- 
the Swelling, &c. be Cancerous or not ; for if not 
Cancerous, by the uſe of this 1t will ſoon diſappear, 
and the Patient be well; and if it be truly Cancerous, 
the continuing them, 1t not too far gone, will effe&u- 
ally cure ; almoſt wonders having been done by them, 
by others as well as by my ſelf, in my Practice in Can- 
cers, with only uſing them as directed, and as by and 
by thall be related, and as the following inſtances of 
Cures perform'd make appear. 

A young Laſs of about Fifteen Years old, by a Blow 
which ſhe receiy'd upon one of her Breaſts, had a great 
hardneſs and Pain, which was cur'd by the Liniment 
1 thall by and by mention, altho' the hardneſs and 
Pain was fo great, that ſhe was in the utmoſt danger 
ot a Cancer, tho' 1t was not a Cancer, as ſhe was told

again, fti1t continuing hard, tender and ſomething 
painful, which put her in fear of a Cancer, and in+ 
deed did ſomething reſemble a Fiſtulous Cancer ; but 
notwithſtanding, upon bathing all the Swelling with 
the Liniment before ſpoken of, ſhe in about Sixtcers 
Weeks got cur'd of 1t, and 15 now- perfectly well, 
tho' it be Four Years ſince 1t was perform'd, only:

She took inwardly Wood-lice, for a Month together 
us'd Bleeding, Purging, and to the Breaſt Poultices, 
Ointments, ' Oy 1s, Suphs, and even every rlung ſhe 


had heard commended : At length fome Boly told.

pericnce for many Years of being acquainted 
with thoſe Diſeaſes, and conſequently ot their 
.Cure, I ſhould not take upon me to be ſo abſolute as 
you will find me to be 1n the Matter ; but they beg 
Diſeaſes which do verv frequently deceive numbers ot 
Perions that are afflicted therewith, fo as that they 
know not what they aile; I ſhall for their ſakes and 
benefits, before I come to treat of the abovelaid Mec- 
dicine ' fer the Cure, deſcribe the Symptoms and. 
Cauſes thereof, and begin firſt with the Vapours. 

Firſt then, the Vapouss, otherwiſe called Hyſterick 
Fits, or Fits of the Mother, is a Diſeaſe which more 
generally atficts Humane Kind than any other what- 
loever, and Proteys like, transforms it ſc!f into the 
Shape and Repreſentation of alimoit all Diſtempers,thcle 
wio are troubled therewith, geacrally perceiving. them 
zpproach in the following manner : Firlt, they feel a 
heavineſs vpon their Breatt, a gruabling 1a their Bel- 
ly, they belch up, and fometimes Vomit fowr, ſharp, 
nſipid, or bitter Humour ; they bave a difkculty 10 
breathing, and think they feel ſomething come up 1n- 


to their Throat, which is ready to choak them, they 
ſtruggle, 
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firuggle, cry out, make odd and 1narticulate Soung, 
or- Mutterings, they perceive a Swimming in their 
Heads, a Dimneſs come over their Eyes, they turn 
Pale, are ſcarce able to {tand, their Pulle is weak, they 
ſhut their Eyes, cry, ſhrick out, groan, foam at the 
Mouth, and remain Senſeleſs for ſome time, afterwards 
by little and Þttle thar Pulſe returns, their Face re- 
gaſhis 1ts natural colour, their Body grows hot, ag he- 
fore, they open their Eyes, and by degrees come to 
themſclves. 

Some moreover, have their Belles ſfwell'd and 
ſtretched like a Drum, their Hypochondria's diſtends 
ed, and they fancy they feel ſomewhat within them 
rowl from place to place, which the Ancients ima- 
gin'd to be the Womb changing from place to place, 
whereas the Lizaments which tye 1t down render 
that unpoſſible; beſides that, Men are alſo afflicted 
with this Symptom. as well as Women ; their Pulſe 
13 almolt 1mperceptible, they feel a violent Cold 
ru up thar Backs, which afterwards ſtrikes through 
their whole Body, their Head-achs, and ſometimes 
there enſucs a Palpitation of the Heart and a faint- 
Ing away ; tliere are many, who when theſe acci- 
dents are over, come quictly to themſelves by de-

10 leſs violent Hear ſucceeds, which caſts them again 
into many of the former accidents, as Palpitation of 
the Heart, Head-achs, Giddigeſs, difhculty in Breatl- 
1g; audinto ſome new ones, 3s Fluſhings of the Face, 
Raving, Convulſions, foaming at the Mouth, violent 
beating of the Muſcles and Arteries, and a tingling Sen- 
ſation in the Thighs, which are Paralitick, during the 
cold Fit; nay, ſometimes the Palize wil} continue 1 
the hot Fit too, ſometimes the cold with which the Kit 
begins 13 hardly perceptible, and then the Patient has 
naremarkable accidents whnllt the cold lalts ; but when 
the hot Fit comes on, it 1s accomprmed with ſeveral of 


the above-runbred accidents, but the Pulſe beats high- - 


er and quicker than in the forcgoing late, and if 10 
coldnc!s was to be perceived at all betore the hot Fit, 


len many of the fame accidents will happen, but ny 
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ina more violent degree, and {till more frequent and 
beats higher. EO 5 =; 

Sometimes the Patients in this Diſtemper fall into 
ſuch violent Fits of Struggling, that they can hardly 
be held ; they mutter odd and 1narticulate Sounds, 
grate their Teeth, foam at their Mouths, and ſtrike 
their Breaſts ; others ſuffer much violent, and long 
continued Contractions of the Diaphragm and Ing- 
coſtal Muſcles, that 'their Brea(t and lower Belly re- 
main elevated for a long time together, ſo that they 
cannot draw their Breath all that while; nay, ſome 
Bave lain for three whole days without the leaſt ſign 
of breathing perccivable by thoſe that were about 
them. 

One complains of a violent Pain on the top of 
her Head, which 1s frequently accompanied with Vo- 
nating. 

Another 1s troubled with a Pain nnder her Heart, 
and a reaching to Vomit, or Vomits a mixture of 
Porraceous and Cholerick Humours, 2nd it ends in a 
Jaundice. : 

A third Iyes with her Jaws preſs'd together with all 
the violence 1m321nable, and her Noſtrils drawn toge- 
ther ſo cloſe that ſhe 18 1n danger of being ſuffocated, 
anddlometimes remains for a conſiderable white as 1t ſhe 
wee dead. 

A fourth upon the ſmell of Civit, Mus&, Am- 
lc, or any ſuch ſweet Scent, ſhall fa!l into 
ItS, | 

A fifth ſhall be molefted with them upon any 
Anger, PaTion or Diltturbance of Mind, which 1s 
immediately followed with great quainity ct pale 
Urine. | : | 
A ſixth is very thoughtful, bluſhes or grows pa'e 
on a ſudden, has a deprav'd Appeiine, fſometmcs to 
craving, at other times to Joathing all forts ot ual 
Meats, and is pleaſed only with the eating of abſurd 
things, as Chalk, Charcole, Cc. 

A ſeventh will on a ſudden fall jnto extravagant Fits 
of Crying or Layghing, without being provok'd by any 
external Cauſe. 7 
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Beſides all theſe, ſeveral other accidents happen to 
People troubled with this Diſeaſe, as a Pain in the 
Bladder and Kidneys, like that of the Stone and Graye} 
violent Cholicks, Swellings in the Jaws, Shoulders. 
Legs, Hands or Ihighs, which yield not to the Finger 
that preflcs, nor retain any Mark ; Pain in the Back 
which all feel more or leſs, as alſo in ſeveral Parts of 
the Body fo violent, that the Place aftefcd cannot en- 
dare touching for a long while afterwards ; they. breath 
ſhort and with Pain, yawn and {tretch, their Sleep is 
ditturb'd, and their Dreams are frightful, their Fyes 
are fixt and ſtaring, ſometimes they remember what 
hapyeu'd in their Fit, ſometimes they co not, they 
cough without intermiſhon, ſpit 1n vaſt quantities for 
ſeveral Weeks, as 1t they were 1n a Saliwation, with 
many other accidents too redious to enumerate. 

Laſtly, we oblerve that thoſe who have labour'd 
long under this Diftempe are oppreſs'd with a dread- 
{1:1 Anguth ct Mind, anda deep Melancholly, always 
reflecting on what can perplex, ternfie and diforder 
them moſt, ſo that at leaſt they think their Recovery 
impoſſible, and are very angry with thoſe that pretend 
there is any hopes of 1t; the leaſt contradiction to therr 
will, caſt them into violent Paſſions; they are fickle, 
wavering and unconltant, now reſolving on one thing, 
and unmecdately changing to ſomething elſe, which 
they as preſently quit, and by indulging theur Diſtem- 
pcr, decline all forts of Diverſions. 

But Note, that all thefe accidents do not happen to 
every one that has Vapours, or Hyſtexick Fits, but ſome 
to one {ome to another : This Perſon ſhall be moleſted 
with a great many, that with but a few of thoſe Symp- 
toms, 14 1t fuftces, that any wo or three of them 
Icturn by intervals, to have them term'd Vapours. 

It 1s allo cbferv'd, that this Diltemper comes by Fits, 
and has 1s intervals like au Ague, tho' the return be 
not exactly Periottical like it, and that in every Pa- 
roxi{m the tame accidents happen as did in the prece- 
dent,. provided the Paticnt committed no excels 1N 
UE 13terval, 


Thus 
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Thus much for the Symptoms, the next thing to 
be conſider'd, 1s the-Cauſe of-this Diſeaſe, which 1s 
" WU ncceſſary to be taken notice of, the better to be avoids 
ed as much as is poſſible, and which ſome aflign to this, 
others to: that, and others different to both, which, 
tho' all plauſible Notions, fall ſhort of the real cauſe, 
wanting Reaſon back'd by Experience. and Matter of 
a | Fact to ſupport them ; but forbearing to enumerate 
their ſeveral 1maginary Notions, I ſhall in ſhort, con- 


: tent my ſelf to thew tne true and only Caufes thereof, 
X which are Crudities and Indigeſtions of the Stomach, 
nothing elſe being to be found within the Stomach and 
f the Guts capable of producing thoſe Symptoms,unleſs 1t 
, be the Aliments we take, but thefe we know when well 


concocted and digeſted, are ſo far from producing any 

1 111 eftets upon Humane Bodies, that they alone ſu- 
; ſtain and preterve them in a capacity of exerciſing their 
: Naturaland Animal Functions: However, it they by 
c any vitious Concodttion turn into Crudittes and Inc1. 
; I gettions, then thar laudable Qualities are chang?'dinta 
| _- oppoſite ones, and they produce the many Acct- 
. ents and Symptoms of this Diſtemper; for when by 
the vitiousqualfication of the Ferment of the Stomach, 
the Aliments are not well digeſted, they turn 1nto 
Crudittes, theſe Crudities by lutle and little gather to- 
gether in the wrinkles and folds of the Stomach and 
Guts, where they lye for ſome time without much ſens 
{ible motion or fermentation wkhin themſclves, till at 
BW lat by the Circumyacent Parts, their grofler Salts are 
divided and put into motion, which Fermentation 1s 
augmented by the various Juices that flow intothe Guts, 
WW from the many Glands which are placed 1n the lower 
Belly, and by this means they are difſoly'd and liqut- 
fy'd as to enter by the Milky Veins into the Blood, 
where they produce all the accidents of this Diltemper, 
which the only way to prevent in all Perſons, and e- 
dpecially in ſuch where the Vapours are fear'd, 18 to 
cleanſe the Stomach and Bowels of the Saburra which 
lies in -them; and that frequently, viz. once 1n a 
Month, oftner or ſeldomer, as yhere may be occaſion,

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than which nothnng can excecd' the famous. Engliſh 
Pills aforegoing, taking them as you ſee occaſion; thus 
much for the Symptoms, Cauſes, and Prevention of 
the Diſcaſe. 

But pertectiy to cure the. Vapours or Hyſtexick Fits 
or Fits of the Mother, 1n ſuch that are fo unhappll . 
afflicted, the Caufe muſt be eradicated, and the Blood 
reitored to 11s Natural Conſtitution, without which the 
eftect can mever ceaſe, and that the common Medicines 
in Practice are not capable of performing it, is daily ſeen 
by the fr: (11 any) that are cured therewith, they only 
being ſrifhcient, and ſometimes not that, to appeaſe the 
Symptoms* and palliate the Diſeaſe; but ſuch 1s the pre- 
valency of the atforefaid Engl/h Pills and this Suffumi- 
g -tio;;, that they immediately ſtrike at the Root of the 
Diſcatc,and never leaye(tf reiterated)till the whole Octo- - 
no:iny of the Bodyaggghang'd, which will ſoon be per- 
ccrv'd by che often: or not return of the uſual 
&mpioms, or Ffoxiſms, the manner of taking which 
Pills, with obſervations to be heeded as to Diet, Cc. 
3s at large betore fet forth, with which and this Suf- 
fumiration (they obſerving Rules as to Diet, ©.) num- 
bers of Hyſterick Perſons have been cured, when they 
have lain ſome Months in viofent Ravings, and other 
Symptoms, almoſt tuppos'd irretrievable. 

zcondly, of Hypechondriack Mclancholly, or Fla- 
tus in Mzn, which 18 a ſort of Cachexle that frequent- 
ly rcions 19 our Northern Climatcs, whoſe Symptoms 
appearing moltly in the Hypochondria, 1s term'd the 
Hypochondriack Diteaſe, and when ts Symptoms are 
very fierce and cxalted, 'tis entitule ' the. Scuryy, a 
Name giren it by the Saxons in Nori 4 Germany, who 
arc molt hable to 1t ; the better part of Authors upon \\ 
this Subje&t being amus'd& with 11s Symptoms and Et- 
fe-is, have vainly fancy'd to eſtabliſh its Original Seat 
In icveral Bowels that are only accidentally concern 'd; 
but it they trac'd ut tons (fate of Infancy and firlt begin- 
ning, they muſt have pitch'd upon the Stomach for 
the Flice of its Nativity, and upon the Acid viſcous 
Crd, that a faulty'digcition occaſion for its Cauſes.

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For our further ſatisfaction 1n this matter, we ſhall 
briefly run over its Symptoms, and 1t we find that they 
f owe their Bing to an Acid Crudity in the Stomach, 
| ſhall reckon that we have made our point good. In the 
firſt place then, the Appetite 1s over-kcen 1n Hypochon- 
| - driack Perſons, their Digeſtion being weak,and follow'd 
byConvulſire or weighty Pains in the Stomach, belching 
Wind and Noe, eſpecially 1n the left {ide of the Bel- 
ly, where the Gut-Colon 1s ftraitned ; they are al- 
ways Coltive, and Laxatives operate better 1n them 
than Purgatives ; if an Artificial or Natural Vonnting 
happen, they throw up Acid Matter, which fluptics, 
or ſets the Teeth on edge, and which will coirode a 
| Copper Veſſel ſoas to render 1t ruſty. After Eating, 
| they are oft-times ſeiz'd with a gnawing Pain 1n the 
Stomach, reachingalong the Back from the lower part 
to the Neck of the Gullet (which ſome miſcal Ne- 
=_ Pains) as alſo with ſudden fluſhings in the 
ace, wringing Pains in the Guts, palpitation of the 
Heart, perturbation of Mind, anda difiiculty of breath- 
ing occaſion'd either by viſcous Cruditics diſtendin 
the Stomach or ConvulGons of the Midritt, and Mulcles 
of the Breaſt, or Wind in the Abdomen, hindring the 
deſcent of the Midriff; while their Stomach 18 empty, 
they are apt to be giddy and dull, they are liable to 
periodical Exaſperations frequently they are ſen{ible 
4. were) of Fumes rifing up from the Belly, and the 
Paroxiſm reſembles an Hyſterical Fit, 1n the Paroxiſm 
tliecolour and conſiftence of their Urine 18 tnconſtant, 
but when *tis over, returns to a Natural order. Theſe 
are the Symptoms of Hypochondriack Perſons, but 
all of then are rarely to be ſeen in one Perſon, the moſt : 
\ certain Sy:aptoms that always attend, are Gripings and 
Wind in the Guts, a weak Stomach, Coltiveneſs, and 
Perturbation of the Head. 

The Symptoms being thus premis'd, we come now 
to enquire after ,the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, the firſt and 
original of which isa vicious Acid in the Stomach en- 
larging the Appetite, but unfit for Digeſtion, kence 
enſues an Acid Crudity in the firſt Paſſages, which de- 


prayes the craſis of the Blood, preyents the due ſzpara- 
po Oe” tion 
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tion of volatil Spirits, upon which the Lymph becomes 
Acid, ar;d the Bile inactive. 

Theſe are the Sources of all the preceding Symptoms 
ſince Wind, Noile, Griping of the Guts and Coſtive. 
neſs are the natural retult of a vicious Acid 1a the fir 
Paſſages, as fluibings in the Face ariſe from its efter- 
velcence with the Bile, the Convulltons of the nervous 
Mcmbranes in ſeveral Parts cf the Body are the effe+ 
of its Iritation ; 11s Crudity 1mpairs the duc Fermentz- 
tion of the Blood, and cauſes a palpitation of the 
Heart, and difhculty of Breathing; 1t depraves the 
Nutritious Juice of the Bowels which ſettles into hard 
Swellings, and occations a degeneracy and aulterity in 
the Spir1ts; hence Fear, Melancholly, uregular Thoughts 
and uncouth emotions eniuec. | 

The remote Cauſes that promote Crudittes are Acid 
Liquors or Salt Victuals, or ſuch as are dried in the 
Sinvak, ſince both partake of the Acid Spirit of Salt or 
Soot ; allo want of motion to promote digeſtion, and 
the ſpeedy allimilation of the Chyle; likewiſe NoQur- 
nal Study and over thonghtfulneſs and care, exlyuſt 
the Spirits, iumpoveriſh the Blood, and render the Lymph 
acid ; Thus much for the Symptoms and Cauſe of this 
Dileaſe. | 

Now as to the Cure, its conlifts in correcting and 
evacuating the Crudities of the firſt Paſſages, fort!- 
fying the Stomach, retrieving the due crafſis of the 
Blood, aud reſtoring all wonted Evacuations to ther 
former courle, in order to compaſs which ends, «let the 
following Rules be heedfully minded. 

i{t, That a Doſe of the Engliſh Pills aforemention- 
ed be taken ſo oftcn as you find occaſion, with a care- 
ful regular Diet, and uſing a moderate quantity of true 
natnral red Wine mix'd with Water inſtead of Malt- 
drinks, which, with the ute of the Suffumigating 
Powder I (hall by and by give directions about, never 
fails ſetring them to rights, as numbers in very deplora- 
ble conditions have happily experienced. . 

2Uly, Their way of living both in the Vapours and 
Hypochondriack Mclancholly, as to Dyet, onght to con- 
fiſt cluefly of cooling refreſhing Non:1thments, Food o 
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ood Tuyce, eating Water-gruel,- Barley and Rice- 
roths, Rice-milk, boil'd and roaft Veal and Mutton, 

Veal or Chicken-Broths not'made ſo [irong as uſually, 

eating no Salt or ſpiced Meats. : 

3dly, They mult ſleep not too much, neither 11 
dulge Melancholly or thoughttulneſs, but be cheerful 
and uſe diverfions, keeping 11 company that 18 mirthful 
and talkative, ride and take the freth Air ; which, with 
the varicty of different Company andObyects which they 
ſee, concur to pleaſure the Mind and removeall anxious 
—_—_— and thereby contribute much towards the 

ure. 

And for all Diſcaſes of the Nerves, Fits of all ſorts, 
whether Convulſions, Falling Sickneſs, Apoplexies, 
Lethaxgies, Palſies or other Diſorders of the Animal 
Spirits and Brain, Spaſms, Tremblings, ContraQtons, 
Relaxations of the Limbs, Numbnelſs, Coldneſs, or 
the like, a Doſe now and then of the aforeſaid Engliſh 
Pills, and uſing the Suftumigating Powder, as I thall 
preſently direct, nothing will be found more ethcact- 
ous, eſpecially if the contracted or relaxed Lunbs be 
anointed every Night with Oil of Amber, and the fol- 
lowing Diet-drink be made and drank conſtantly of, 
which is alſo excellentin Vapoursand Mclancholly. 

Take Muſtard Seeds, 4 Ounces buiſed, Horſe-radiſh 
Roots two Ounces, Scurvy-grals two Handfuls, Aaron 
Roots balf an Ounce, Bryony Roots two Ounces, boil 
all in a Gallon of Spring Water till a Quart be botl'd a- 
way, then firain it, and drink halt a Pint three times 
a day. 

Uſe the Suffumigating Powder thus, put a Paper of 
1t upon ſome live Coals in a Chating-diſh or ſome ſuch 
a thing, and put in under a Chair witha Hole 1n it, 
clapping a Funnel upon the Coals, fo that the Smoak

| I ſhall ſay ſomething concerning the Gout,

before I ſpeak 1o particularly of the Poultice 
for 1ts caſe; yet the Reader 1s not to expeR any 
Jearned account of it, that being ſutficiently Done by 
divers Auithors,but cnly jult ſo much as to inform thoſe 
that are afthcted with that Diſtemper, how far they 
May prelerve themſelves from its fury by a regular 
anode of living, and how thereby thoſe that ever had 
any touch of 1t, may certainly nip it in its Bud, ſo as 
1ever aiter to be afflited with it: 

But the Publiſhing a Medicine (tho* the molt cele- 
brated one) and crying up its virtues without giving a 
Kationale of the Dileaſe, looks ſo rank Qua ckith that 
every Mag of Senſe will (and with very good reaſon) 
account 1t all bombaſt and ſplutter, and for that very 


hk. AIcalon decry it, as coming from ſome illcterate Pre- 


tendsr,

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tender, for the fake only of getting a little Money ; 
for which reaſon, to convince the World, that ihe 
Author of this Medicine 1s not altogecher unacqu :; 1 
ed with the Nature and Cauſe of the Gon. : | 
as the way to Remedy its excruciating Pais, ; 
not recommend this Medicine but from a well gr. 
ed Expzrience, he here offers to every ones cor.1: !-- 
ration, a ſhort hint of the Blood, nts changrs 4 
nalitically proy'd , and the Rationale of the Gout, 
its Nature and Cauſes from thence explicately de- 
ducd. v - 

The Blood of Man is made up of a mixture of di- 
vers Principles, to wit, a Bitter, a Sweet, a Salt, an 
Acid, ©. the mixture and temperaments of which, 
while mutual, preſerves the Body in a ſtate of Health, 
and conſequently creates no trouble or uneaſineſs: But 
when any one of theſe Principles 1s divided or ſepera- 
ted frorfi the reſt, and exiſts by 1t ſelf, then the effeRs 
plainly ſhew what great Trouble, Perplexity, and Pain 
1t creates 1n the Body. 

Now nothing more conduces to the ſeparation of 
thoſe Homogene Principles of of the Blood, than a fault 
11 cithcr ſome, or all of the {1x Non-naturals, as Air ; 
Meat and Drink ; Sleep and want of Sleep ; the Motion 
and Reſt of the Body ; the retaining and diſcharging of 
the Excrements ; and the Paſſions of the Mind ; but 
the clief error 18 in Meat and Drink, 1n pampering 
the Body with more plenty than 1s needful ; by which 
means the Particles of the Blood are not fo exactly mix'd 
with the reſt of the Maſs, but are blended and con- 
founded, ſo as to become Heterogeneous (the "ing 
jarring one with another). occaſioning ſich a peer. 
tion and preternatural Fermentation, as evidently ſhew 
Singwification to be vittated, and the whoſe Maſs cor- 
rupted, thereby forcing the Sharp and Foreign Juices, 
together with part of the Serum, by what way it finds; 
as for inſtance, if they get 1nto the Guts, they are eya- 
cuated by a watery Looſeneſs ; 1t 1nto the Kidneys, by 
plenty of Urine; 1f into the habit'of the Body, by the 
Pores of the Skin; but if they fall upon the Joynts, 
they pierce into the innermo{t recefles and interltices of 
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the Nervous Parts, and cauſe the Gout; and as the Salt 
1n the Serum 1s the thicker or thinner, it much aktrsits 
Nature ; ſothat when the Extremities of the Muſcles 
Tendons, Ligaments, Fibres, and other Nervous parts 
of th> Joynts are twitched by them, more or leſs Pain 
Heatand Violence are occaſion'd, and it proves to be 2 
Fit of a longer or ſhorter duration. - ; 

This Serum, tho' it be thin and ſharp, 1s at firſt by 
very {mall, occaſicning but little Pain ; but that little 
Pain, if the Caule of it be timely remov'd, grows great- 
er at every Fit, and the more violent the Pain is, 
greater ſtore of Serum abounds, and very often a flood 
of other Humours 1s carried along with 1t ; which 
cauſes that Swelling, Heat, Throbbing and Uneaſineſs 
every one afflicted with it feels, which leaves not the Pa- 
tient till the Humour 1s ſpent, -at which time that Fit of 
the Gout 1s at end. 

T ſaid before that a fault in ſome of the ſix Non-Na- 
turals nam'd, was the cauſe of the Gout, and that pam- 
pering the Body with plenty, was the Chief, I mean 
thereby Gluttony and Drunkennefs, eſpecially upon 
eating ſuch Meats as are ford with ſharp Matter, not 
to be ſufficiently ſeparated or diſcharg'd, or that can be 
eaſily mix'd or temper'd with the other Juices of our 
Bodics ; as allo drinking tov plentifully of Wines 
which have much Tartar in them: For not only that 
Tartar, but the Spiritous part breeds the Gout ; which 
Spirit conſiſts of an Oil, an Acid and a Volatile Salt, 
in which the ſtrength of Wine conſiſts. Yet as Exceſs 
therein hurts, ſo Temperance preſerves the Health : 
For thoſe Wines which molt abound with Tartar, are 
euch more homogene to our Bodies, than other Wines 
that have little Tartar in them, and ſhould be made 
choice of; and are the beſt with Moderation for all 
Conſtitutions and Temperaments, and the Red of all 
forts, 1s far more preferrable than the White.

| {tingath'd according to the difference there 1s 


in their intermiſſion, &c. Some are Quotidian 
Agues, or Simple Qnotidian, that come daily, and 
that not with vehemenzg Cold at the firſt, but cold and 
colder by degrees, nor 1s the hot Fit very exceſſive: The 
Thir(t in fuch 1s but ſmall, the Urine white or thin, 
and watery, or thick and troubled; and the hot Fit 
enerally laſts eighteen Hours, -and ſometimes with 
Vomning of Phlegm. Thele Fits oftentimes ſeize the 
Patient in the Night-time, and 1s frequently dangerous, 
becauſe 1ts continuance being long, 1s more ſubject to 
degenerate into a Cachexit, Dropſy or Lethargy. 
Hippocrates ſays, That it 1s more dangerous if it comes 
inthe Day-time, than if it comes 1n the Night. It 1s 
the Stomach that 1s for the moſt part afflicted in theſe 
Agnes, becau'e, as faid before, the Patient in the Fit 
1< lomet1mes 1nchn d to Vonnt, which when Cone, 
ewes reliet.

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Quotidian afore ſpoken of, and caus'd alſo chiefly from 


the Stomach, but reduplicate and ſtronger, holding 
commonly longer and more tedious, unleſs tome emi- 
nent Critical Evacuation 1ntervene; and as the Cauſes 
are reduplicate, fo do they ſhew more danger than the 


Simple Quotidian ; and 1t 1t continues long, does rare- ' 
ly fail degenerating into ſome other chronick and tedt- 


ous Diſeaſe, and more particularly into a Dropſy. 


' Others are Tertian Agues, or Agues of the third Day, 


and comes with vehement cold or rigorous ſhaking Fit, 
as tho' the Patient were pricked, follow'd with a hot 
Fit and other Symptoms ; the Pulfe 1s equal, and anon 
a violent heat 1ncreaſeth, with great Thirſt, and ſomes 
times yomiting of Choler, with reddiſh Urme; giving 
the Patient very great uncaſineſs, dreacing every Fit, 
which oftetimes 15 more than other, ſhif:1ngas to times, 
keeping no periodical Paroxiſms, but comes fo uncer- 
tainly, that the Patrent knows not 1n that Day what 
tine to expect it, The ſhaking coldneſs at firlt com- 
ing ts vehement and ſharp, the heat and burning 1n 
the hot Fit is alſo violent and [trong, ſpreading it ſelf 
over the whole Body 1n the heigtht of the Fit; and 
towards the end of the hot Fit, the whole Body 1s in 
a gentle Sweat, Theſe fort of Agues holding not above 
the fourth Fit, other times not above the ſeventh, each 
Fit holding not above Twelve Hours, and 1s without 
much danger, unleſs Malignity be joyn'd with it ; 
and if breakings out on the Lips, Scabs or a Looſneſs 
happens, it 1s very healthful, becauſe they are critical, 
tho' thele are Malignand Pcltilential Tertians, which, 
tho' they have evident Intermifſions 2s the others, yet 
do often kill the Patient; befides, many acctdents may 
fill in npon a Tertian Age, ſuch as a Surfcit, violent 
Cold, &c. whic' may breed danger, tho' the Ague 
may have none of it ſelf. 

Other Agues there are call-d Semi-tertian, which 
whetlrer they be exquitite, that 1s, where Choler and 
Phlegm cqually abound,vexing the Patient continually, 
but the third Day with a ſhaking Fit, or Spurious, 
wherein either Choler or Phlegm moſt abounds ; if the 
ft, repreſent chicfly a Tertian, if the latter, a Quotte 
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dian, of which we have ſpoken before; yet theſe cauſe 
no great Thir(t or Burning, but ſometunes 1s attended 
with an inflamation of ſome Vuſcera, or Bowels, as 
Stomach, Liver, Spleen, or Parts adjacent, which is 
caus d when the Feveriſh Matter 1s carried thither with 
rhe Bleod. The 'Semiter=tian Ague, both exquiſite and 
{purious (for they diff:r chiefly 12 degree) are both 
dangerous, becaute thereby the Stomach and Neryous 
Parts aze very much aftectcd, and 18 attended with al- 
molt a continuil burning Ferer ; but eſpecially the 
exquilite, being there 1«a dryneſs of the Tongue, Thirſt, 
Swooning, Watching, and ſometimes raving and dead 
Sleep, and 1s what Hippocrates account amonglt acute - 
Diteaſes, and continues lons ; Avwvicen lays even 
Months, and art laſt ends frequently in a He&tick. 

There 1s alſothe double Tertian Ague, which comes 
once or twice a Day, two Days together, leaving the 
Panent free one Day between. Some Anthors mentt- 
on a triple Tcrttan, where there are three Fits in two 
Days, and one Day clear between ; but 1s reckon'd to be 
1eldom feev, and lets eafje to be ditcover'd by a Phy- 
ſictan, tho' he had Argas's Eyes. Thete Agues are 
chiefly of Humours gather'd together in the. Liver, Gall, 
Stomach, Me-ſentery, Pancreas, or in the Veinsot thote 
Parts, In this Ague it 18 a hard Matter to get a con- 
yenient tune for the giving Medicine to Cure, beraule. 
oftentimes there 1s no long ſpice beerween the two Fits; 
for ſome:1mes the Fits hold fo long, that the one begins 
before the other 1s ended, being thereby much more 
dangerous than a Semi-tertian, becaule 1t comes from a 
reduplication of the Cauſe. 

The next is the Quarian Ague, or Ague that comes 
every fourth Day, and 18 1ccompanied with vehement 
Nold.as if it would nipand break the Bones; the Pulle 
ic flow 11 the beginning of the Fit, and afterwards the 
M-lanchoily Humour by little ar little 1s inflamd, 
whence comes a burning or hot Fit ; the Urine is white, 
thin and watery. with two Days tntermiiſion each Hit; 
and when the Tyr ts coming, 1t canſes reacings and 
yawning, with a ſhaking Fit; at firſt fma}l, but after- 
Fards extream,yetnct fo winch pricking,as reardring, the 
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Paiticut as if he were beat or bruiſet; the Cauſe js 
from Melincholly, and adult Humours, known by de- 
caying the Appetite, cauſing great [hirfts,. and Head 
and Back ach. Thete fort of Agues are of all cf them, 
of longelt contimnance, handling a Patient ſometimes 
half a Year or a Year, or 1 it happen 1n the fall of the 
Leaf, two Years or longer ; and 1s ſometimes dangerous, 
elpectally 1t 1t degenerates into a conttnual Quartan, 
or happens to afflict People of Sixty Years of Age or up-

brings the Body into an 1ncurable Heetick, Conſumpe 
tion or Dropſy : But 1f the Ague be» taken 10 tine, 
ani jt happens to a young {trong Perlon, and proper 
Medicines be exhibited, there may be no great doubt of 
a Cure; but if it happens to an old Perſon, who 1g 
weak of Nature, and that 1n the Wintcralſo, 1t 18 deſf- 
perate, and if cannot ſoon Be got off, but continues 
loiig, will prove Moral. ET | 
1hus have I run through the Nature and Cauſes of 
the difiinct forts of Agues, and which, as all Authors 
oblerve, are generally to be cured by the tame Claſs of 


M-dicines, only regardipg the Strength and Conſtitus

The Engliſh Vegetable and Piaifters, at firſt ment1- 
oned, feldom or never farl, 1f us'd rogether, to cure 
the molt invetcrate and chrowick fort, providea they 
Fath be made uſe of in time, befor*\Nattre 5 tog 
much deprets'd by the {evertiy of the Diſcate, and vet 
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even in People that were Young, and not Old, 


they have eftected the Cure, which before had baffled 
Jeſuits Powder, the Bitters, Alteratives, &c. And
